The American representatives 
are also expected to discuss with 
the European representatives dis- 
tribution of the $85,000,000 which 
Congress has allocuted for in- 
creasing the output of military 
arsenals and factories in Europe. 

It ts expected here that before 
the end of December the Euro- 
pean countries will have com- 
pleted negotlutions for bilaternt 
agreements, under which the 
United States will supply them 
with milltary ald from funds set 
aside by Congress for that pur- 
pORe, 

As soon os the North Atlantic 
Powers have approved a strategic 
plan and this has, In turn, been 
approved by President Truman, 
$1,000,000,000 will be avall- 
able for arming the North Atlan- 
tic Powers.

SS 
STERLING TRADE 
WITH JAPAN 


The greater part of Japan's 
foreign trade before the war 
was done with the British 
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Commonwealth and the Unit- 
ed States, That didn’t pre- 
vent her power-drunk Mili- 
tarists from smashing it in one 
suicidal stroke. Now she is 
looking to the trade she wil- 
fully destroyed for her sur- 
vival and. salvation, It is 
estimated that Japan will 
nearly double the value of her 
purchases from the Sterling 
Area under the new trade ag- 
reement signed in Tokyo a 
few days ayo, and that the 
total trade between the two 
areas will amount to 
millions 

The apreement covers the 

year as from July last. It 
embraces the United Kingdom 
and Colonies, Australia, India, 
New Zealand, and South 
Afriea, but excludes Hong 
Kony Japan is expected to 
buy about £55 millions worth 
of goods, and to sell an 
estimated £45.5 millions. Last 
year’s total trade between the 
two urcas was about equal to 
the figure Japan alone is 
scheduled to sell during 
the year covered by the 
new agreement. Japan holds 
a balance of £10 millions as 
a result of the old agreement, 
and this is to be treated as 
working capital to carry on 
| trade during the current year 
with the Sterling Area. If 
expectations are fulfilled, 
trade should balance by the 
middle of next year. 

The promise of large trade, 

‘as The Times points out, will 
be only one of the criteria by 
which the new agreement is 
judged in Britain. Another 
and very important aspect is 
its relation to the reviving 
fears of Japanese low-price 
competition, against which 
there were 50 many protests 
between the two wars. The 
outcome of last year’s trade 
was unwelcome, but it can be 
argued that it has now 
brought its own compensa~ 
tion.. As against the £10 
million balance held by 
Japan, Commonwealth pur- 
chases will be about that 
amount less than the expected 
value of Japan’s purchases. 
That will take care of the 
threat of Japanese competi- 
tion during the life of the pre- 
sent agreement. 

Much the greater part of the 
purchases of Commonwealth 
countries from Japan under 
the new agreement will be 
spent on essential goods from 
Japan not readily available 
from easier currency sources, 
as the Australian Prime 
Minister said of Australian 
purchases...

Amazing Comeback 


In fact, however, the come back 
of Germany has been amazing. 


Compared with 1936, when the 
Hitler-Goerlng industrial drive 
was already fullfon, industrin! 
production in West’. Germany in 
1947 amounted to only 40 per cent. 

By June this year the figure 
had risen to 85 per cent of that 
pre-war peak, and it has been 
mounting steadily since. | 

There is o full knowledge of the 
world’s doubts and suspicions 
about Germany, but some hope 
that a new Germany somchow 
taught te bo a good Europran 
would be really welcome as o 
part, and on {mportant if not do- 
minant part, in Western Union. 

Few Germans have today ao 
sense of personal responsibility 
for the war. Some of them are 
honest enough to have doubts 
about their own ability to remedy

Against these factors must be 
set certain sorious disadvantages: 

1. The destruction or suppres- 
sion of so many industries which 
were potential war producers, in- 
cluding shipbuilding. 

This has produced a lop-sided 
economy, and remedial measures 
will be the first demand of the 
new Germany when she_ feels 
strong enough to asit for further 
relaxntion of control. 

2. A financial and credit struc- 
ture quite inaddquate for her 
increasing production, ‘The deli- 
berate breaking up af “D" Banks, 
with all thelr personal contacts 
and all thelr clients, has left o 
void which a new fnancinl set-up 
has not filled. 

Interest rates are abnormally 
high--cight per cent to nine per 
cent. for o normal commercial 
transaction, Capital has been 
elther destroyed or reduced, some- 
times as much aos 90 per cent. 

A currency based on the dollar 
with no real dollar backing is 
dangerous.
